Seeing  as  the  hockey  season  is 
only  a  few  weeks  away,  it's  time 
for  The  Forum's  version  of  the 
NHL  season  preview.

The 
Carolina  Hurricanes  (formerly  the 
Hartford  Whalers)  are  the  most 
improved  team  in  this  division, 
with  additions  like  Trevor  Kidd, 
Ennco  Ciccone,  and  Gary  Roberts 
to  go  along  with  an  already  tough 
lineup  of  guys  like  Keith  Primeau, 
Chris  Murray,  Steve  Rice,  and  Stu 
Crimson.  Geoff  Sanderson  could 
be  a  40-goal  man,  and  whoever 
Carolina  gets  for  Sean  Burke  can 
only  help  the  offense.  The  loss  of 
Andrew  Cassels  is  the  only  blow 
to  this  team.  A  solid  defense  of 
Glen  Wesley,  Jeff  Brown,  Ciccone,

bined with 
overall  physi- 
cal play, 

should  allow  Carolina  to  clinch  the 
Northeast. 

Ottawa  may  take  a  run  at  them, 
but  disgruntled  players,  an  unclear 
goaltending  situation,  and  the  loss 
of  top  defenseman  Steve  Duchesne 
will  all  lessen  their  chances  of 
winning.

holds  up,  though,  Ottawa  may  be  a 
threat. 

In  Buffalo,  the  loss  of  Ted 
Nolan  divided  the  players. 
Dominik  Hasek  is  aging  and  Gary 
Galley,  last  year's 
best  defenceman, 
has  gone  to  L.A.; 
don't  look  for 
Buffalo  to  go  too 
far. 

Pittsburgh  is  also  a  team  in  a 
bad  position.  Without  Mario 
Lemieux,  aging  talent  and  terrible 
goaltending  are  just  two  of  the 
problems  which  will  become  very 
obvious.  Their  defence  is  under- 
achieving, and  unless  the  Pens  find 
a  real  goalie,  they'll  be  out  of  the 
playoff  race  by  the  all-star  break. 

Montreal  added  a  veteran 
goalie  in  Andy  Moog  and  a  new 

coaching  staff,  addressing 
their  main  concerns;  how- 
ever, the  management  has 
to  make  a  serious  bid  for 
two  good  defenceman  or 
accept  this  year  as  a 
rebuilding  stage.  Young  players 
like  Theodore,  Wilkie,  Brad 
Brown,  and  Saku  Koivu  could 
form  the  nucleus  of  a  future  win- 
ner. 

Boston,  too,  is  looking  to  the 
future  and  should  improve  vastly 
over  last  year's  dismal  season. 


With  Pat  Bums  behind  the  bench 
and  new  names  like  Ellett, 
Thornton,  Samsonov,  and 
Khristick,  Boston's  season  will 
probably  be  decided  by  the  incon- 
sistent play  of  netmin- 
der  Jim  Carey. 

In  the  Atlantic, 
Philadelphia  should 
run  away  with  the 
division  and  the  con- 
ference. They  added  tough  guy 
Luke  Richardson  to  an  already 
superb  defence  and  dumped  injury- 
prone  Mikhael  Renberg  for  up- 
and-coming  star  Chris  Gratton.  If 
they  can  acquire  a  veteran  goalie 
(Sean  Burke  or  Kirk  MacLean?), 
look  for  their  names  on  the  Stanley 
Cup. 

New  Jersey  had  a  quiet  off-sea- 
son, and  though  they  are  still  a 
good  team,  they  just  won't  keep  up 
with  Philly. 

In  contrast,  the  Rangers  were 
very  busy  this  summer;  however, 
acquiring  veterans  like  Kevin 
Stevens,  Brian  Skrudland,  and 
Mike  Keane  will  not  compensate 
for  the  losses  of  Luke  Robitaille, 
Glenn  Healy,  and  Mark  Messier. 
New  York  does  have  a  few  good 
young  players:  Nick  Sundstrom, 
Vladimir  Vorobiev,  Daniel  Gareau, 
and  Christian  Dube,  all  forwards.

In  the  West,  Dallas  should 
win  the  central  division  easily  with 
the  additions  of  Eddie  Belfour  and 
Shawn  Chambers.  If  they  can  re- 
sign all  of  their  players,  the  Stars 
will  be  at  least  fifteen  points  ahead 
of  the  Detroit  Red  Wings  and 
Phoenix  Coyotes  by  the  season's 
end. 

Detroit,  after  losing  Norris  tro- 
phy candidate  Vladimir 
Konstantinov  and  playoff  MVP 
Mike  Vernon,  should  still  see  the 
post-season,  but  there's  no  way 


they'll  repeat  as  champs.  The 
Russians  are  unhappy  with  each 
other,  and  Bowman  and  Yzerman 
won't  be  working  as  hard  now  that 
they  have  their  rings. 

In  Phoenix,  look  for  buddies 

Keith  Tkachuk  and 
Jeremy  Roenick  to 
have  outstanding 
years.  The  addi- 
tion of  Rick 
Tocchet  can  only 
help,  and  if  re- 
signed, Oleg 
Tverdovsky  should  take  a  run  at 
the  Norris.  The  Coyotes  should 
easily  make  the  playoffs. 

On  a  downward  spiral  are  the 
Chicago  Blackhawks  and  the  St. 
Louis  Blues.  The  Hawks  lost  play- 
ers like  Smith,  Craven,  Savard, 
and  Ciccone,  while  the  Blues 
cleaned  house,  dumping  nine  play- 
ers. Chris  Chelios  and  Brett  Hull

A  summer  spent  working  for  the  government

Over  this  past  summer  I 
spent  the  month  of  July  working  in 
the  office  of  a  US  Congressman. 
The  job,  sadly,  did  not  come  with 
pay,  however  it  made  for  one  of 
the  most  interesting  and  enjoyable 
times  in  my  life.  I  got  to  live  on 
my  own  in  a  big  city,  make  lots  of 
new  friends  and  see  the  inner 
workings  of  the  world's  most  pow- 
erful legislative  body. 

I  worked  in  Suite  2217  on 
the  second  floor  of  the  Raybum 
House  Office  Building.  Despite 
being  called  a  suite  and  also  larger 
than  most  Congressional  offices,  it 
barely  had  the  same  floor  space  as 
the  three  English  rooms  combined, 
which  is  nothing  for  over  15  staff. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  building 
had  its  own  restaurants,  fitness  spa, 
subway,  and  zip  code.  The 
Raybum  is  only  one  of  three 
House  Office  Buildings  contained 
in  the  Capitol  complex.  There  are 
another  three  for  the  Senate,  not  to 
mention  four  for  the  Library  of 
Congress,  the  biggest  library  in  the 
world,  and  the  actual  Capitol 
building  of  course. 

One  of  the  unexpected 
privileges  of  working  in  a 


Congressional  office,  besides  the 
security  pass  to  wander  in  and  out 
of  nearly  any  room  you  want,  is 
the  receptions.  Often  at  lunch  time 
different  lobbying  groups  set  up 
free  luncheons  for  House  employ- 
ees. One  particular  such  occasion 
was  the  annual  'Hot  Dog  Lunch' 
put  on  by  the  American  Meat 

Black  spent  month 
working  as  a  page  for 
Calif.  Rep.  Tom  Santos 

Association  and  Anheuser  Busch. 
Meanwhile  PETA,  an  environmen- 
tal organization,  held  a  'politically 
correct'  vegetarian  hot  dog  lunch 
in  another  courtyard.  Many 
evenings  after  work  a  reception 
would  be  held  by  different  groups 
trying  to  raise  awareness  of  issues 
or  just  trying  to  firm  up  support 
before  a  big  vote.  Out  of  all  the 
receptions  I  attended,  by  far  the 
nicest  was  one  held  by  the  Army. 
A  large  ballroom  was  filled  with 
more  generals  than  I  had  ever  seen 
in  my  life  and  dozens  of  privates 
serving  drinks  and  offering  sushi, 
as  much  as  you  could  eat.  It  shows 
you  who  has  the  money! 

One  of  the  greatest 
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resources  available  to 
Congressional  staff  is  the  Library 
of  Congress  which  besides  its  mas- 
sive collection  of  books  in  many 
different  languages,  has  a  terrific 
research  arm  that  maintains  and 
continually  updates  reports  on  hun- 
dreds of  subjects  which  might  be 
of  interest  to  the  Congress,  any- 
thing from  Ancient  Greece  to  pre- 
sent day  problems  facing  South 
America.  On  the  off  chance  that 
they  do  not  have  a  report  on  a  sub- 
ject which  interests  you,  they  will    M 
have  one  written  by  an  expert  in 
that  field  within  three  days  of  a 
request.  Unfortunately,  though, 
they  frown  on  requests  for  critical 
essays  of  two-thousand  words, 
with  muUiple  sources,  on  Hamlet.  I 
did  wonder  how  Ms.  Biggs  would 
grade  the  Library  of  Congress! 
During  my  time  there  I 
actually  managed  to  fit  in  a  bit  of 
office  work  too.  I  worked  with  the 
office's  Legislative  Aide  on  human 
rights  to  prepare  a  briefing  on  Laos 
for  the  Congressional  Human 
Rights  Caucus.  The  hearing 
required  that  I  work  closely  with 
people  from  Amnesty  Intemafional 
in  finding  witnesses  and  putting 
together  press  releases.  The  hear- 
ing dealt  with  the  plight  of  the 
Hmong,  who  have  faced  constant

persecution  since  their  role  m  helpmg 
the  us  in  the  secret  war  in  Laos  and 
Cambodia.  One  of  the  most  powerful 
moments  m  the  hearmg  came  when  all 
of  the  ethnic  Hmong  in  attendance, 
numbering  well  over  two  hundred,  who 
had  close  family  members  murdered 
were  asked  to  stand  and  almost  all  rose. 
A  similar  scene  occurred  when  they 
were  asked  how  many  knew  friends 
subjected  to  poison  gas  attacks.  The 
public  display  was  the  first  ever  in  the 
world  to  detail  the  story  of  the  Hmong 
and  was  considered  a  great  success  in 
bringing  much  need  media  and  public 
attention.  It- was  also  a  rude  reminder  to 
me  personally  of  how  spoiled  a  life  we 
lead,  and  how  often  we  forget  that. 

During  my  time  in  Washington 
I  wrote  many  letters  for  the 
Congressman  to  all  sorts  of  people 
from  constituents  to  associates.  I  even 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  President  urging 
him  to  hold  a  public  signing  ceremony 
for  a  disability  act.  The  bill  in  question 
included  a  provision  allowing  for  the 
construction  of  the  Roosevelt  monu- 
ment to  include  a  statue  of  the  former 
president  in  a  wheel  chair  Our  office 
felt  that  a  public  signing  would  not 
only  help  raise  awareness  of  the  fact 
that  one  of  America's  greatest  men  was 
disabled  but  also  increase  the  self 
esteem  of  all  disabled  people. 

It  is  an  incredible  failing  to  be 
in  a  place  of  such  power  and  action 
even  though  you  may  only  be  one  tiny 
part.  Although  I  have  never  worked  so 
hard  in  my  entire  Ufe,  I  had  a  terrific 
time  working  in  an  office  environment 
and  with  other  people  of  my  age  group.

anti-smoking  bill

It's  about  time  the  government  of 
Canada  took  a  hard-line  stance  on 
cigarette  advertising  and  the  tobac- 
co industry.  This  industry  has  been 
allowed  to  con- 


tinue killing 
people  for  far 
too  long. 
Countless  stud- 
ies have  shown  the  dangers  of  cig- 
arette smoking,  and  the  amount  of 
money  saved  on  Medicare  would 
more  than  cover  the  loss  of  adver- 
tising revenues.  By  passing  this 
law,  the  government  would  show 
that  it  is  not  afraid  to  stand  up  to 
one  of  the  most  powerful  lobbies 
in  the  world. 

Cigarette  smoking  is  dis- 
gusting and  revolting.  It  affects  not 
only  those  who  smoke,  but  every- 
one in  society.  It's  entirely  incon- 
siderate of  smokers  in  a  restaurant 
to  destroy  the  meals  of  non-smok- 
ers by  polluting  them  with  the 
dulling  smell  of  cigarette  smoke. 
Since  smokers  are  in  the  minority, 
they  should  be  forced  to  stop 
smoking  in  restaurants,  where  they 
create  problems  for  everyone  else. 

In  his  article,  "Ban  on 
Tobacco  Advertising  is 
Censorship,"  William  Johnson 
applauds  a  Quebec  Superior  Court 
judge's  striking  down  of  a  previous 
law  limiting  tobacco  advertising. 


The  reasoning  and  support  that  he 
gives  to  substantiate  his  opinion, 
however,  are  flawed.  Johnson  says 
what  the  law  prohibiting  tobacco 
advertising  would  be  like  if  the 
federal  government  decided  that 
cars  lead  to 

"Cigarette  smoking  is 
disgusting  and  revolting" 


fatal  accidents, 
so  it  prohibited 
any  advertising 
dealing  with 
cars.  This  analogy  is  not  valid, 
since  cars  by  themselves  are  totally 
benign.  It's  people  driving  reck- 
lessly or  in  poor  conditions  who 
cause  fatal  accidents. 

Cigarettes,  though,  are  dan- 
gerous by  themselves.  The  ciga- 
rette itself  kills  people,  not  what 
people  do  while  they're  smoking 
the  cigarettes.  While  banning  all 
forms  of  tobacco  advertising  may 
not  have  any  short-time  effects  on 
the  number  of  smokers  in  Canada, 
the  long-term  results 
could  prove  to  be  fan- 
tastic. 

When  an  entire 
generation  of  children 
grow  up  never  seeing 
Joe  Camel,  the  Marlboro  Man,  or 
the  Player's  Lady,  what  motivation 
will  they  have  to  start  smoking? 
The  whole  image  of  smoking  as 
something  done  by  cool,  sexy, 
rebellious  people  will  disappear. 
Studies  conducted  by  the 
American  Medical  Association 


have  shown  that  some  tobacco 
companies  specifically  target  chil- 
dren and  adolescents  in  their 
advertising.  One  of  these  studies 
cites  the  following  statistic:  the 
sale  of  Camels  to  children  under 
18  rose  from  $6  million  per  year 
before  the  introduction  of  Joe 
Camel  to  $476  million  per  year 
today,  which  accounts  for  a  sub- 
stantial part  of  Camel  sales. 

Another  study  states  that 
30%  of  3  year-olds  associate  Joe 
Camel  with  cigarettes.  Clearly, 
these  advertisements  have  a  big 
impact  on  kids.  By  not  having  any 
of  the  above-mentioned  symbols 
around,  cigarettes  will  lose  the 
image  they  now  have,  leaving 
most  children  no  real  motivation  to 
start. 

The  main  argument  of  peo- 
ple opposed  to  Bill  C-71  is  the 
possible  loss  of  cultural  events 

sponsored  by 
tobacco  com- 
panies, such 
as  the  Grand 
Prix,  the  Jazz 
Festival,  and 
Just  For  Laughs.  If  the  tobacco 
firms  were  banned  from  sponsor- 
ships, however,  it's  almost  certain 
that  other  industries  would  step  in 
to  fill  the  void.  If  these  sponsor- 
ships are  so  lucrative  and  prof- 
itable for  the  tobacco  industry, 
why  wouldn't  other  companies

want  to  do  the  same?  Andy 
Nulman  of  Just  For  Laughs  said.  If 
other  people  wanted  to  give  money 
to  the  events,  they'd  be  there 
today,  but  nobody  has  come  for- 
ward... Nobody  is  doing  this. 
Why?  Because  the  money  isn't  out 
there.  In  truth,  the  money  is  out 
there,  since  other  companies  do 
sponsor  major  events  (the  Molson 
Centre  and  the  Caf6  de  Colombia 
Ski  World  Cup,  to  name  two). 
Nobody  has  offered  additional 
sponsorship  of  Just  For  Laughs 


Companies  won't  want  to  give 
money  if  they  have  to  share  adver- 
tising space  with  other  companies. 
In  Australia,  a  country  that  already 
has  strict  tobacco  sponsorship 
rules,  new  sponsors  just  stepped 
into  the  breach  to  take  up  where 
the  tobacco  industry  left  off, 
according  to  Anne  Jones,  executive 
director  of  Australia's  Action  on 
Smoking  and  Health.  An  airline 
took 

over  cricket  sponsorship,  and  a 
technology  company  began  spon- 
soring rugby. 

It's  obvious  by  the  vocal- 


ness  of  their  response  to  it  that  the 
tobacco  industry  is  very  worried 
about  Bill  C-71.  It  must  realize 
that  this  legislation  could  cause 
real  damage  to  its  business.  Their 
consternation  is  a  sign  that  this  law 
may  finally  do  something  to  curb 
the  number  of  smokers  in  Canada. 
Many  small  towns  in  Canada  and 
the  U.S.  are  already  completely 
non-smoking  in  all  restaurants, 
bars,  and  public  places.  The  lack 
of  smoke  is  noticeable.  By  passing 
Bill  C-71,  the  government  could 
eventually  make  this  scene  com- 
monplace throughout  the  country.
